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Clean up 
then pay 
up over 
old pub 

DUDLEY Council could step 
in to clean up a pub in the 
town, before serving the 
site’s owner with the bill for 
the works. 

Residents say the 
boarded-up King Arthur 
pub, on the corner of Priory 
Road and Birmingham New 
Road, has become a stain on 
the area since it closed two 
years ago. 

This week Councillor Ken 
Finch promised to meet 
council officers to discuss 
how approved plans for the 
pub, which was damaged by 
fire in January, could be 
brought forward. 

He said the council was 
having difficulty contacting 
the site owner - but if it 
failed, would take matters 
into its own hands and clean 
up the site, passing on the 
bill to the owner. 

Councillor Finch said: 
“The pub stands at the gate¬ 
way to the town, but rather 
than welcome people in, it 
looks a horrible, decaying 
site which does no good for 
us. 

“The building is damaged 
and there is mess lying 
around the site and on the 
car park - something needs 
to be done because it has 
gone on too long.” 

In December, then-owner 
Amrinder Singh was given 
consent to demolish the pub. 
Last June, Dudley Council 
granted permission for a 70- 
bedroom hotel at the site. 

Prank alert 
for schools 

POLICE are urging schools 
in Dudley and Sandwell to 
warn pupils of the dangers 
of a foolish prank in which 
youngsters on skates hitch 
rides on the back of buses. 

The alert follows a photo¬ 
graph featured in the local 
press showing five teenagers 
clinging to the back of a bus 
on the Quarry Bank border 
with Cradley Heath, being 
towed along by their skates. 

West Midlands Police 
Inspector Dez Lambert said:

ZOO HAS SIGHTS 
ON HIPPODROME

DUDLEY Zoo has revealed multi-million pound plans for 
a new education and conference centre on the site of the 
former Dudley Hippodrome. 

It comes as campaigners, who are battling to save the theatre, were given hope that 
some of their ideas could be used at other venues in the borough. Peter Suddock, the zoo’s 
chief executive, said the plans would incorporate a geology centre with access to the lime¬ 
stone Stores Cavern beneath the zoo. It would help highlight the Castle Hill’s unique his¬ 
tory as part of a prehistoric seabed, educat¬ 
ing visitors on creatures called the trilobite, 
also known as the Dudley Bug. 

Major £10 million plans for Castle Hill 
are already under way with a new visitor 
entrance in the pipeline to help the zoo link 
up better with the Black Country Living 
Museum and Dudley Canal Trust. 

Mr Suddock said a European funding bid 
for the new centre would be submitted next 
year with a hope that work would get 
underway in 2015/16 and be integrated into 
the Castle Hill programme. 

He said: “It’s all come at a great time - 
we will be able to incorporate the plans into 
our new entrance and car park and the new 
centre will be a natural addition to the 
development.” 

Dudley Council leader Councillor David 
Sparks said the council was committed to 
working with the Friends of Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome to accommodate some of their pro¬ 
posals, such as theatre workshops, at other 
venues. 

Campaigners 

But he added an independent survey of 
the campaigners business plan for running 
the theatre said the council would have to 
subsidise the project to the tune of between 
£5m to £10m which he said could not be 
justified. 

Campaign leader Geoff Fitzpatrick dis¬ 
missed those figures, adding: “There has 
been a feeling for some time that this was 
likely to be the case because reports indi¬ 
cated but not explicitly that the building 
was purchased to support the council’s 
plans for the Zoo, Black Country Living 
Museum and the Canal Trust and as it’s 
closer to the Zoo it seemed logical that it 
would be the prime consideration. 

“The ideas of a conference centre, educa¬ 
tion facility etc are all in the business plan 
put forward last November and if they 
want to build a tourist centre what about 
the site of the demolished Plaza Cinema or 
better still use the rooms in the Hippo¬ 
drome. 


Upgrade to 
lights cause 
road delays 

MOTORISTS faced disruption this week 
when a traffic signal upgrade at a busy junc¬ 
tion in Dudley broke down - just a month 
after lights improvements were carried out. 

Motorists faced delays on their journeys 
because of the signalling problems at the 
revamped Burnt Tree junction in the town. 

The glitch resulted in the control centre 
being unable to adjust the light changes and 
they were left on an automatic setting. 

Dudley Council said it was working to 
correct the problem. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed said: “There 
is a problem with the signals and engineers 
are working on the lights. Due to the nature 
of the problem engineering work could take 
up to a week, however any possible disrup¬ 
tion will be kept to a minimum.” 

The upgrade of the lights was made fol¬ 
lowing concerns raised by the council leader, 
Councillor David Sparks, that the junction 
was not working. 

At a full council meeting earlier this year, 
he said the four-way traffic junction was 
being undermined by a separate link road 
to a nearby Tesco store. 

Councillor Sparks said the traffic situa¬ 
tion a the redesigned junction as ‘scan¬ 
dalous’.

Traders are 
not happy at 
changes to 
parking bays 

TRADERS in Stourbridge 
have condemned the conver¬ 
sion of some on-street park¬ 
ing spaces to disabled bays. 

They say it is a blow to 
business as they brace them¬ 
selves for the arrival of 
Tesco.

Stourbridge Township 
Council chairman Margaret 
Scott, who has mobility 
problems, said: “I don’t 
think having four disabled 
bays in Market Street is 
overkill.”

“However, what the inde¬ 
pendent study has told us is 
this would require an 
upfront capital investment 
of millions of pounds and 
that even then the building 
would require a significant 
subsidy from the council, 
which in the current climate 
I think most people will 
appreciate is something we 
cannot commit to.” 

But campaign leader 
Geoff Fitzpatrick dismissed 
the figures revealed, saying 
campaigners have been 
unable to get a fully costed 
estimate for the works, due 
to the uncertainty of the 
theatre’s future.

MOTORISTS and passers-by were stopped 
in their tracks as a group of teenagers diced 
with death when they hitched a bus ride - 
clinging to the back on their skates. 

Onlookers watched in horror as the ‘fool¬ 
ish five’ travelled along brazenly for more 
than half a mile in heavy traffic from 
Cradley Heath to Quarry Bank. 

The National Express bus company, 
describing it as a ‘very dangerous’ act, 
revealed it has had to mount extra inspec¬ 
tions in the Quarry Bank area, where similar 
incidents have been happening, to nip it in 
the bud. 

Julia Chance, who took photographs, was 
even mooned amid the traffic when the 
‘hitchhikers’, believed to be in their early 
teens, spotted her using her mobile phone 


camera. She had seen the group hang on to 
a flap above the bus engine as it left Cradley 
Heath bus station and they carried on being 
pulled along as the vehicle travelled along 
Forge Lane to High Street, Quarry Bank. 

“I couldn’t believe what I was seeing - and 
neither could car drivers on the road,” said 
42-year-old Miss Chance of Hill Street, 
Quarry Bank. 

She added: “If one of them had fallen off, 
they could have gone under the wheels of the 
bus or another vehicle. They really were the 
foolish five.” National Express West Mid¬ 
lands spokesman Jack Kelly said: “This act 
is very dangerous and we urge those taking 
part to stop it immediately. Our drivers are 
reporting these incidents as soon as they are 
aware of them.” 


Addict is 
grabbed 
trying to 
steal fuel 

A DRUG addict stole fuel 
from a petrol station three 
times in four days but was 
caught on his fourth 
attempt, a court heard. 

Brett Hill had already 
stolen £178.69 of fuel from 
the Tesco petrol station in 
Hagley Road, Oldswinford, 
when he pulled up and 
began to fill his car and two 
jerry cans on May 1. 

But staff recognised his 
blue Vauxhall Astra and ran 
out to apprehend him before 
police arrived to arrest him. 

At Dudley Magistrates 
Court, Hill, aged 37, of Cale¬ 
donia, Quarry Bank, pleaded 
guilty to three charges of 
making off with petrol with¬ 
out payment.

Owners of 
town bar 
in trouble 

THE operator of a Stour¬ 
bridge town centre bar has 
gone into administration. 

Administrators from 
Deloitte were appointed last 
week at Atmosphere Bars 
and Clubs, which is based in 
Milton Keynes. 

The firm runs 19 Chicago 
bars across the country 
including one in Ryemarket, 
Stourbridge for which a 
buyer is now being sought. 

The Stourbridge bar only 
opened in September after 
Atmosphere spent £500,000 
on refurbishing the former 
Que Pasa restaurant and 
bar. 

It created 25 jobs and 
marked the return of the 
chain to the town after the 
former Chicago Rock Cafe in 
the High Street shut in 2010 
when parent company 3DE 
collapsed and went into 
administration. 

Daniel Butters, joint 
administrator and partner 
at Deloitte, said: “We are 
continuing to trade the busi¬ 
ness and all venues remain 
open whilst seeking a sale as 
a going concern.” 

jlr opens 
testing site 

JAGUAR Land Rover has 
opened a new engineering 
test centre in Dubai. 

The car maker will con¬ 
duct extreme hot weather 
vehicle research, develop¬ 
ment and testing at the new 
site. 

It is part of a major invest¬

Paper prescriptions to be replaced digitally 


HEALTH Secretary Jeremy Hunt has sig¬ 
nalled the end of outdated paper prescrip¬ 
tions and notes with the announcement of 
a £260 million fund for hospitals to help 
the NHS ‘go digital’ within five years. 

Mr Hunt said using the latest technol¬ 
ogy could make the NHS safer by cutting 
down on the number of prescription blun¬ 
ders. He recently revealed 11 people died 
in the NHS in England last year after 
being given the wrong medication and the 
new money will be used to help develop 
‘electronic prescribing’. 

This will mean doctors can use technol¬ 
ogy to order prescriptions. It will also be 


used to help hospitals develop new elec¬ 
tronic patient systems so medics from dif¬ 
ferent departments in a hospital can 
access patient information quickly and 
easily. 

Eventually it will be rolled out to GP 
surgeries, marking an end to the written 
prescription. 

The new system will see computer-gen¬ 
erated prescriptions, using barcodes 
unique to each patient, being sent by doc¬ 
tors directly to pharmacies. 

Mr Hunt said: “This fund will allow 
doctors and nurses to make the NHS safer 
by harnessing the very latest technology. 


“In many places, right now, a paramedic 
picking up a frail elderly woman who has 
had a fall will not always know she has 
dementia, because he or she cannot access 
her notes. Or a doctor is prescribing the 
wrong drugs because they don’t know 
what drugs their patient is already on. 

“If we are to improve patient safety 
then we must allow the NHS to have 
access to the best tools available and this 
fund will help them achieve that.” 

Medical director of NHS England Pro¬ 
fessor Sir Bruce Keogh said: “This new 
fund will help patients get better and 
safer care by giving clinicians access to 


the right information when they need it 
most. 

“Supporting hospitals to replace out¬ 
dated paper systems for notes and pre¬ 
scriptions will help relieve patients’ 
frustration at having to repeat their med¬ 
ical and medication history over and over 
again, often in the same hospital, because 
their records aren’t available. 

“Expanding the use of electronic pre¬ 
scribing of medications in hospitals will 
help improve safety, save lives and save 
taxpayer’s money.” 

Mr Hunt has previously set out ambi¬ 
tions to make the NHS ‘paperless’. 


Paul sheds light on silver 
screen with home cinema 


IT’S a film buff’s dream - a cinema at the bot¬ 
tom of the garden. That’s just what Paul Slim 
has created, by kitting out his shed with a 
huge screen and surround sound. 

The 36-year-old originally kitted out the living room of 
his Amblecote home with the hi-tech equipment but had to 
find a new home for it when his girlfriend, Nic, moved in. 
The Carphone Warehouse worker quickly hit on the idea of 
turning his shed into the perfect venue for him and friends

The project took around 
three months and £15,000 to 
complete with Mr Slim, who 
used to run the Movie Junc¬ 
tion store in Stourbridge, 
doing a lot of the work him¬ 
self. 

It’s fitted with four sofas 
and a 119-inch screen, a 3D 
projector and 11.2 surround 
sound. 

The shed also has a lobby 
where Mr Slim stores his 
huge collection of 3,000 
DVDs and Blu-Rays. 

Visitors can also put on 
slippers or get hold of a hot 
or cold drink from the foyer 
just as they would in a real 
cinema. 

It is also kitted out with a 
selection of movie memora¬ 
bilia which Mr Slim has col¬ 
lected over the years. 

In one corner are large 
cut-outs of Boba Fett and C- 
3PO from the Star Wars 
franchise while shelves are 
packed with models from 
Pirates of the Caribbean, 
including Captain Jack 
Sparrow, Kill Bill and The 


Simpsons. The collection 
also features figures from 
Shaun of the Dead and V for 
Vendetta. 

Mr Slim’s design for his 
shed has proved such a hit it 
is now in the running for a 
top prize in a nationwide 
competition to find Britain’s 
best sheds. 

The winner will be judged 
by Channel 4’s Sarah Beeny 
and Kevin McCloud along 
with a host of enthusiasts. 

Mr Slim said he had been 
a movie fan for years and 
had built up a collection of 
more than 3,000 titles. 

“I designed the shed 
which was then built by an 
outside company who did all 
the woodwork and installed 
it,” he said. 

“I did everything else 
including all the installa¬ 
tions, wiring and calibrating 
the sound and vision.”

My Boy Lollipop band member dies 


A MUSICIAN from Dudley who 
played organ and harmonica on a 
smash hit of the 1960s My Boy Lol¬ 
lipop has died, aged 68. 

Ray Deville, who lived in Stour¬ 
bridge, was a member of The Five 
Embers, the backing band of 
teenage singing sensation Millie 
Small. 

After the song reached number 
two in the UK Singles Chart and the 
US Billboard Hot 100 in 1964, the 


band embarked on a series of gigs 
and package tours. 

Father-of-three Mr Deville, of 
Clent View Road, Norton, shared 
the stage with such legends as The 
Kinks, The Rolling Stones, John Lee 
Hooker and The Hollies. 

His proudest moment was playing 
the organ in the backing band of his 
hero Jerry Lee Lewis on a Granada 
Television special in 1964. 

By the early-70s, he worked as a 


rep for Cadburys in London and 
took the opportunity to move to the 
West Midlands where he settled in 
Stourbridge with his family. He also 
worked for Severn Trent Water. 

His daughter Sarah Aston said Mr 
Deville, who was also a grandfather 
of six, had always adored playing 
music. 

“He was always very modest 
about it. He considered himself a 
musician who had been doing a job,” 


she said. Mr Deville, who remained 
well known on the local pub and 
club circuit, was born, in Hounslow, 
and was in the same primary school 
class as Ian McLagan of The Small 
Faces. 

He died at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital on May 9 after suffering a 
stroke. 

His funeral was due to be held at 
Stourbridge Crematorium on 
Wednesday at 1.30pm. 


High Court date is set 
in battle on waste tip 


A HIGH Court date has been set for a firm at 
the centre of a row over a towering waste pile 
in Brierley Hill to answer claims of failing to 
meet strict targets on clearing the rubbish. 

The Environment Agency will next month mount a 
fresh legal bid to enforce 
sanctions against Refuse 
Derived Fuel Ltd, also 
known as RDF. 

The hearing will take 
place on June 17 at the 
High Court sitting in Birm¬ 
ingham. 

The company was told at 
a hearing held last year 
that the front of the site 
should be cleared of rub¬ 
bish by the end of March. 

But officials from the 
Environment Agency are 
expected to argue the firm 
and its director Robert 
McNaughton have failed to 
remove the waste, which 
can be seen from the main 
gate of the Moor Street 
plant. 

Demanded 

Nieghbours, including in 
new homes built on the for¬ 
mer Royal Brierley Crystal 
site, demanded a clear-up 
after the waste pile once 
reached 40ft high. 

Mr McNaughton declined 
to comment, but his legal 
representatives have previ¬ 
ously blamed bad weather 
for hampering the clean-up 
process.

Car production increases 

UK car production has rebounded as home demand pro¬ 
vided a much-needed boost for British-based auto manufac¬ 
turers, new figures claim. 

Car manufacturing rose 16.6 per cent in April, to 110,033 
vehicles, following a slowdown in the early months of the 
year.

The Society of Motor Man¬ 
ufacturers and Traders said the renewed growth reflected 
demand in the home market - up 66.1 per cent in April - 
and outside Europe, but weak demand from the Continent 
‘remains a concern’.

A CO-OPERATIVE offering financial advice 
to people with disabilities is poised to be 
launched in Dudley following strong inter¬ 
est from potential users. 

The Dudley Centre for Inclusive Living 
wants to establish the service after holding 
meetings about providing a platform where 
disabled people can support each other. It is 
believed it could be the first of its kind in 
the country. 

The group, with help from consultancy 
firm Linda Laurie Associates, has held 
meetings at Stourbridge Fire Station with 
potential users, officers from Dudley Coun¬ 


cil and the Department of Work and Pen¬ 
sions. Associates’ senior partner Mike Hig¬ 
gins said: “We were extremely pleased with 
the response from people in the borough 
and from supporting bodies like the coun¬ 
cil.”

Over the 
limit man 
'a danger 
to public' 

A CONVICTED drink-dri¬ 
ver has been described as a 
danger to the public after he 
was again caught driving 
while over the limit. 

Simon Shaw was arrested 
after being stopped by offi¬ 
cers driving on a Sedgley 
road last month. 

The 24-year-old, who had 
been convicted of drink-dri¬ 
ving 18 months earlier 
admitted driving while over 
the limit, at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court. 

Sentencing him District 
Judge Mr Graham Wilkin¬ 
son judge said he was ‘a dan¬ 
ger to the public’. 

He said Shaw, of Mason 
Street, Bilston, had been 
spotted by officers as he 
drove his Renault Clio down 
the middle of Bilston Street 
on April 17. 

After a short pursuit they 
saw him stop outside a 
house on Greenway, the 
court was told. 

He had gone inside where 
officers found him brushing 
his teeth to try and hide the 
evidence of his drinking. 

A breath test found 59 
micrograms of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of Shaw’s 
breath, almost twice the 
legal limit of 35. 

Mr Wilkinson also 
banned Shaw for three 
years.

Fury at waste firm for no-show at meeting 


RESIDENTS in Brierley Hill packed a pub¬ 
lic meeting to voice their fears over a pro¬ 
posed waste recycling plant - and were left 
angry when no-one from the firm behind 
the scheme turned up to answer their 
questions. 

About 200 people raised concerns about 
increased road traffic and a lack of commu¬ 
nity engagement at the heated meeting at 
Brockmoor School last week. 

They also raised fears the plant would 
devalue their homes and called on devel¬ 
oper Clean Power, to offer compensation if 
the scheme got the go-ahead. But bosses at 


the firm refused invites to attend after 
already holding two public consultations 
on the proposal. 

No-one from the company was available 
to comment. 

Councillor Judy Foster, whose ward cov¬ 
ers Pensnett and Brockmoor, said: “You 
may ask where Clean Power are. We have 
asked them to the meeting. 

“They did not like the idea of the format. 
They said a public meeting of this sort 
would not be productive, they prefer it on 
a one on one basis with people. 

“We can’t compel them to come here, all 


we can do is take what people say and send 
it to Clean Power and the planning com¬ 
mittee.” The meeting was chaired by for¬ 
mer Dudley councillor Rosemary 
Tomkinson. She was supported by Council¬ 
lor Foster and Councillor Rachel Harris, 
whose ward is Brierley Hill. 

Councillor Harris told the meeting the 
firm had amended the planning application 
for the plant earmarked for 60 acres of dis¬ 
used land in Moor Street. 

She said the height of the digestion tanks 
had been brought down to reduce the 
visual impact on the surrounding area. 


Tim Lee, of Seagers Lane, said: “The 
best shout we have got to stop this happen¬ 
ing is to show the adverse impact it will 
have on the neighbourhood surrounding it. 

“The planning department have to take 
into account we already have one waste 
site in Brierley Hill, now we have another 
one planned for right by it - this place is 
not a dumping ground.” 

He added: “If this goes ahead, all of a 
sudden we will find 70 more lorries on the 
road. This will not only cause damage to 
the roads, but cause danger for walkers 
and cyclists on them.”

AS it was ‘eyes down look in’, lit¬ 
tle did grandmother Shirley Gar¬ 
dener know that the young bingo 
hall assistant she had only ever 
waved at before was about to 
save her life. 

Ben Washington raced to give the kiss of 
life to the 66-year-old when she suffered a 
heart attack on a Ring and Ride bus as she 
left the Mecca bingo hall in High Street, 
Brierley Hill. The first aider - who had 
never before used his life-saving training 
‘for real’ - clambered over the bus seats to 
reach her, breathe life into her and start 
compressions. 

Doctors said his actions bought her the 
vital five minutes of treatment that saved 
her life. “He’s Ben, my guardian angel,” said 
Shirley, a retired cleaner, of Beecher Road 
East, Halesowen, who has now met the 
amusement arcade team leader to thank 
him and give him a grateful kiss. 

The story of how Ben saved her life 
brought tears to the eyes of around 400 fel¬ 
low bingo players when her husband, 
Richard, stepped up in front of them, 
flanked by Shirley, their four children and 
some of their grandchildren, to praise Ben’s 
actions. 

Tipple 

The family presented the 33-year-old with 
three bottles of his favourite tipple - 
Jaegermeister. 

Shirley, who has been a regular at the 
Mecca for around 15 years, was happy with 
a £55 win at bingo with her daughter Kerry, 
aged 42, on the night of April 29, when she 
began to feel breathless as they were leav¬ 
ing. 

She got on the bus with Kerry, of High- 
field Crescent, Colley Gate, but then col¬ 
lapsed between the seats. 

Ben, who trained in first aid with St John 
Ambulance six years ago, raced to the res¬ 
cue. 

Shirley said: “When I opened my eyes I 
just saw this big face coming at me and I 
heard Ben say ‘Shirley, come on’ and I don’t 
remember anything else.” 

Ben, who lives with his wife, Denise, and 
six-year-old son Cain in Norwood Road, 
Brockmoor, Brierley Hill, said: “Shirley was 
on the floor of the bus, so I climbed over a 
few seats to get to her and tried to get her 
comfortable because I thought at first it was 
asthma. 

“But she said ‘I’m going, I’m gone’ and 


stopped breathing. That was the scariest bit, 
so I put her on her back and did CPR, 
including the kiss of life.” 

As Shirley began to regain consciousness, 
two other bingo customers - a hospital 
worker and a paramedic - came to help him, 
followed by an ambulance crew. 

Shirley was rushed to Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital, where a medical team spent 
a further 45 minutes resuscitating her.“ 
The doctor came out and said another five 
minutes and she wouldn’t have made it,” 
said husband Richard, aged 74, a retired 
packing case maker. “Ben giving her CPR 


gave her that five minutes.” Richard added 
that emergency staff, as well as those on the 
crictical care and cardiac units at Russells 
Hall Hospital, had all been ‘brilliant’ too. 

Proud 

Donna Brownhill, operations manager at 
the bingo hall, said: “Ben is very modest but 
the club, the company and all our customers 
are very proud of him. 

“His quick-thinking saved Shirley’s life.”

Folk clubs and small venues 
feel under threat. DANNY 
FARRAGHER spoke to the 
musician leading thefightback 

THEY say an avalanche can start 
from just a single noise and while 
it may not be quite that dramatic, 
a rumble was started on Face- 
book by musician John Richards 
almost two years ago which 
turned into a national movement. 

As part of this movement people from all 
over the Midlands gathered in Wolver¬ 
hampton determined to find solutions that 
are crucial to their survival. 

John, aged 62, originally from Coseley 
and now living in Worfield, Bridgnorth, has 
been on the folk circuit for more than 40 
years and is passionate about the tradition 
and even more so about the local clubs 
where new acts cut their teeth and which 
he feels are being ignored both by the folk 
circuit generally and the national and local 
media specifically. 

Musicians 

Folk21 saw its first West Midlands 
Regional Conference descend on the 
Newhampton Arts Centre, Dunkley Street, 
Whitmore Reans where promoters, club 
organisers, musicians and folk fans came 
together. 

The all-day conference was split into two 
parts with the delegates and visitors having 
their say in two seminar-style gatherings 
and then the evening putting on a show¬ 
case for new acts from around the country. 
So where does the problem lie? 

“The basis of Folk21 was that I was 
getting more and more depressed over a 
period of time as to the way the folk clubs 
were getting treated as compared to the fes¬ 
tivals, the folk awards, the bigger concerts, 
radio and TV and I thought we were given 
very much the wrong end of the stick and 
that something needed to be done about it,” 
explained John. 

“I blogged this and a lot of like-minded 


nothing to do with modern folk.” 

“Now that is stopping younger people 
from getting involved in what we do, and 
my passion for this after playing and 
running folk clubs for 40 years is I want 
there to be continuity so the ‘missing’ 30- 
somethings and younger have a ‘database’ 
of folk clubs which they can carry forward 
for the future, because the way things are 
going they won’t have, and that would be a 
tragic waste.” 

People came from many parts of the 
Midlands, South Staffordshire, Notting¬ 
ham, Leicester, Bromsgrove, Willenhall 
and Wolverhampton to name but a few, 
and all seemed to have a common aim of 
making folk clubs the best experience they 
can be. Common concerns which emerged 
were the average age of the people at folk 
venues and the lack of publicity and com¬ 
munication between organisers up and 
down the country. 

Problems 

But John has no illusions about the 
enormity of the task. 

“The main aim of the day was to get 
West Midlands folk club organisers 
together for the first time and to get them 
to share their problems. 

“We also wanted to explore how the 
clubs and small venues could use publicity, 
PR, websites and social networking more 
successfully. I think we have raised a lot of 
issues which people are thinking and 
talking about and I think they will con¬ 
tinue to talk about. 

“I hope now through social networking 
there will be a lot of ideas posted, a sharing 
of ideas. Then getting everyone to start 
thinking about how we reach the ‘non¬ 
folk’ audience. 

“That is absolutely key, it’s what we do 
about raising the profile of the clubs and 
letting people know they can see brilliant 
musicians in intimate surroundings. 

“My message to every folk club is to 
explore every possibility you can to be as 
professional as you can, in your publicity 
and marketing and make sure when you 
get the people into your folk club that you 
give them the best experience possible.”

people came forward and we decided 
something needed to be done, but what 
could we do? 

“What we decided was to become a cat¬ 
alyst for co-operation. The whole basis of 
the regional days was just that, so that we 
can co-operate and see how we can start to 
solve the problems that the clubs and 
venues are facing.” 

Since Folk21 was started it has organ¬ 
ised regional days all over the country; in 
Yorkshire, East Midlands, East Anglia, 
London and there is soon to be a Devon 
and South West meeting.

problem. 

John believes the local folk club scene 
has been dropped by the media because it 
is seen as a minority interest. 

“The publicity which was so important 
to us has gone, so we are beingbattered on 
a local level,” says John. “Even worse is 
that on a national level we are just criti¬ 
cised and laughed at. For example, BBC2 
Folk Awards dropped the Best Folk Club 
of the Year, they don’t talk about us any 
more. We have been referred to as the old 
‘beards and sandals’ brigade which has

Learn from the Grand campaign 


PERHAPS Dudley’s decision to demol¬ 
ish the Hippodrome reflects the cum¬ 
bersome and unworkable unit the 
borough became after the latest gerry¬ 
mandering of its boundaries. 

Perhaps those absorbed against their 
will are delivering revenge by destroy¬ 
ing the town itself. Clearly Dudley res¬ 
idents are significantly outnumbered. 

One saving grace, for Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s council, is it has twice enabled the 
rescue of the Grand Theatre, the jewel 
in the crown of the City’s cultural life. 

Dudley’s Hippodrome deserves the 
same. Its supporters might learn from 


what helped persuade Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s council in the 1960s. We collected 
money and raised enough to convince 
it and the theatre’s bank there was suf¬ 
ficient support. In only 24 hours we 
raised £1,800, when the average wage 
was around £1,000 per annum. 

Here is a chance for Dudley to step 
out from the shadow of its neighbour 
Brum and perhaps an opportunity for 
collaboration between two real theatres 
between them bringing the best shows 
to the South Staffordshire conurbation. 

Everyone in the area should support 
efforts to save the Hippodrome. I have 


to confess I only once attended Dudley 
Hippodrome to see a pantomime. Dud¬ 
ley I recall was a bleak and windswept 
place apart from the street housing the 
Hippodrome, Cinemas and the zoo, 
which resembled a holiday resort. 

In the same issue as you report the 
decision you report plans to waste mil¬ 
lions on extending the Metro to Merry 
Hell. I urge people from all Dudley’s 
neighbours to support attempts to save 
that theatre. Write to your MPs folks.

Mother leaves her heart 
in notes to her daughter 


SHE had travelled the world, 
helped clear up after a 
tsunami and lit up rooms 
everywhere she went. 

But writing letters for her daugh¬ 
ter’s birthdays that she would never 
live to see would surely be the toughest 
thing 31-year-old Helen John ever did. 

The ‘inspirational and adventurous’ 
young mother died of cancer just 
months after giving birth to baby Ella. 

Knowing she she had just weeks to 
live, Helen bravely penned poignant 
cards for her daughter Ella’s first, 18th 
and 21st birthdays. 

She also left four-month-old Ella a 
letter to read when she is older and 
even organised her own funeral to take 
the pressure off her grieving family. 

The Stourbridge mother was diag¬ 
nosed with liver cancer in January fol¬ 
lowing the birth of her daughter and 
lost her battle against the illness just 
three months later. 

Adventurous 

She was unable to have chemother¬ 
apy because her body was not strong 
enough. Her husband Dean paid 
tribute to his wife’s adventurous spirit 
and ability to put people at their ease 
even if they had only just met her. 

Mr John, a 28-year-old self- 
employed electrician, said his wife had 
written out cards for her daughter’s 
landmark birthdays. 

They also held Ella’s christening at 
St Mary’s Church on Mother’s Day this 
year. 

Mr John said: “That was the kind of 
person she was. She never complained 
once. Once Helen had something in her 
mind she would just go and do it. 

“Rather than be upset about what 
was happening she wanted to use the 
time positively by spending as much 
time as she could with me and Ella.” 

Mr John said he and his wife had 
first met at a private Christmas party 



Helen studied for her PhD at the 
University of Birmingham 


seven years ago and had got chatting. 

“One of her friends asked me if I 
would look after her while she went on 
the dancefloor. I turned around and 
there was Helen,” he said. 

“One of things which attracted me to 
her most was how adventurous she 
was. She had visited places like Aus¬ 
tralia and Guatemala while taking 
time out after university. 

Tsunami 

“Following the tsunami a few years 
ago she had travelled to Thailand to 
help with the clean up.” 

Mr John said his wife had inspired 
him to join in her adventures and they 
had visited Thailand, India and 
Croatia. The couple had married at St 
Mary’s Church on October 2 2010. 

They both shared a passion for 
dancing and even took part in competi¬ 
tions in places such as Blackpool. 

Mr John said: “Although we were

only together for seven years I feel we 
did more together than some other 
couples do in a lifetime. She will be 
missed by everyone. She had a lovely 
smile which lit up any room she walked 
into. She was also very talkative.” 

Helen, who died on April 22, 
attended Tividale Comprehensive and 
King Edward VI School, Stourbridge, 
then studying at Edinburgh Univer¬ 
sity. 

After completing her undergraduate 
degree at the University of Edinburgh, 
Helen moved to the University of 
Birmingham to undertake a Masters in 
Public Health. Following the comple¬ 
tion of her Masters, she undertook a 
PhD. In early 2011 she was appointed 
to the post of Senior Research Facilita¬ 
tor in the School of Health and Popula¬ 
tion Sciences at the University of 
Birmingham.

Plane crashed due to 
fogged up windscreen 


A PLANE crashed into a helicopter 
because the pilot had failed to clear his 
windscreen properly, a report from an 
accident investigation agency has 
revealed. 

The pilot of the plane, a flying 
instructor, was trying to navigate 
between a fuel tanker and a fire service 
vehicle at Halfpenny Green Airport 
near Stourbridge and failed to spot the 
helicopter parked at a fuel bay. 

The impact destroyed the plane’s pro¬ 
peller and caused damage to its clutch 
and gearbox. 

The tail and tail rotor system of the 
parked helicopter were also damaged in 
the collision. 

A report by the Air Accident Investi¬ 
gation Bureau said the instructor had 
been supervising a student when the 
crash took place at about 9.50am on 
December 12 last year. 

It said: “After completing the daily 


inspection, the instructor briefed his 
student for the exercise and then the 
pair boarded the aircraft. 

“With the engine running, air was 
directed to the windscreen but it was 
slow to demist, so the instructor cleared 
the inside of the screen with the back of 
his glove.” 

The accident report went on to state: 
“He also reached through the direct 
vision window and cleared moisture 
from the outside of the screen immedi¬ 
ately in front of him.” 

The report said initially the student 
was controlling the plane, a DA 
Diamond Star, but the 59-year-old 
instructor took over because the low 
sun meant the student was unable to 
see. 

It said: “The instructor failed to see 
the helicopter parked at the fuel pumps 
and the aircraft taxied into its tail at 
low speed.”

Fresh fears on steel jobs 


FRESH fears over the future 
of UK steel jobs were raised 
today after India’s Tata Steel 
wiped £1 billion from the 
value of its European opera¬ 
tions. 

The group, which has UK opera¬ 
tions at sites, including Wednesfield, 
Brierley Hill and Bescot in Walsall, 
blamed the tough economy in Europe 
where steel demand has slumped by 
about a third since the start of the 
financial crisis. 

Unions said the huge writedown 
will worry its 18,500 staff in the UK 
who are still reeling from 900 job cuts 
last year. 

In November Tata announced that 


sites would close in Cradley, 
Kingswinford, Wombourne and 
Dudley, although there would be 
fresh investment in the Wednesfield 
Steelpark site. 

Around 120 jobs will be lost in the 
West Midlands when the closures are 
completed. 

Tata, which bought Anglo-Dutch 
steel giant Corns in 2007 for £6.2bn, 
has endured a tough time during the 
downturn as demand from construc¬ 
tion and car-making fell, forcing 
thousands of lay-offs and plant clo¬ 
sures. 

It employs more than half its 
33,000-strong European workforce in 
the UK. 

Tata warned tough conditions are 


likely to persist for the ‘near and 
medium-term’. 

In February its European business 
reported a £51 million underlying 
loss for the three months to the end of 
2012, with steel deliveries falling to 
almost 10 per cent to 3.02 million 
tonnes. 

Paul Talbot, from the Community 
trade union, said: “These statements 
are concerning, there’s no question 
about it. They are concerning to the 
employees who at this moment are 
still working their way through the 
last announcement.” 

The £1.05bn writedown of Tata’s 
assets and goodwill is thought to be 
one of the largest ever by an Indian 
company. 


Demand for 
homes up 

DEMAND for homes is on 
the rise in the West Mid¬ 
lands, thanks to the Govern¬ 
ment’s new Help to Buy 
scheme, claims a new report. 

A survey of chartered sur¬ 
veyors carried in April found 
inquiries from new buyers 
were at their highest level 
since last October. The 
Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors study found 20 
per cent more surveyors 
were reporting demand for 
property rising rather than 
falling. That is three per 
cent higher than the month 
before and is seen as 
strongly suggesting that 
Help to Buy is already 
attracting interest.

Dangerous road fears 
delays homes decision

PLANS for new homes to be built 
near a historic windmill have been 
deferred amid fears it will make 
one of Dudley’s most dangerous 
roads even more treacherous. 

Cameron Homes Ltd wants permission to 
build 14 properties on land adjacent to the 
Old Windmill in Vale Street, Upper Gornal. 

But while Dudley Council’s development 
control committee praised the plans they 
were concerned it would lead to increased 
traffic along the street. 

Members said the road was one of the nar¬ 
rowest in the borough with a bend along 
part of the carriageway already the scene of 
a number of accidents. 

And they said while the development 
would be a boost to Upper Gornal they could 
not approve the scheme when it could have 
a detrimental impact on the road. 

They agreed to defer making a decision on 
the scheme so highways officials could look 
at the situation. Access to the development 
would be via Moden Close, but the commit¬ 
tee said cars would still have to use Vale 
Street. 

Councillor Stuart Turner said: “This is a 
real problem. If there is a more dangerous 
road in the Dudley borough I would like to 
see it. 

“The housing development itself is a great 
idea and I have no problems with it. 
However we simply cannot just wave some¬ 
thing like this through without considering 
Vale Street. Councillor Rachel Harris said 
there was no available funding for improve¬ 
ments to the roadway and it would be unfair 
to ask developers to do something about it. 


Co-op enjoys record sales

Mr Smith, who lives near 
Kinver with his wife Elaine, first 
picked up a cue aged 15 when chal¬ 
lenged to a game by friends from 
Dudley Grammar School. Mr Smith 
played former World Snooker cham¬ 
pion Alex Higgins at Kingswinford 
Conservative Club during an exhibi¬ 
tion match when Higgins was in his 
20s. He recalled: “It was a good 
experience to play him.”

Steam fair may lose 
traction at park site 


THE first weekend in June will 
probably see the Wolverhampton 
Steam and Vintage Fair held for 
the last time in city’s West Park. 

Budget cuts at Wolverhampton 
City Council will mean that if it is to 
continue for the 20th time next 
year, a new site will be needed. 

When it began, in 1995, it was 
organised by the Rotary Club of 
Wolverhampton at Lower Pende¬ 
ford Farm Coven, under the chair¬ 
manship of John Wootton. 

The pattern was established 
right away, with steam traction 
engines, large and small, vintage 
vehicles, a large model marquee 
and other attractions. 

There was a parade of vehicles 
around the farm each day. 

Free buses were laid on to bring 
visitors from Wolverhampton, and

the event was considered a big 
success. 

Subsequently, it came under the 
wing of the council’s Outdoor 
Events Department, and was 
moved to West Park, and most sig¬ 
nificantly the parade of traction 
engines and vintage vehicles went 
through the city centre starting at 
noon on the Saturday. 

The event was free to enter, and, 
weather permitting, grew into a 
spectacular annual attraction. 

Each element of the event con¬ 
tinued to be organised by volun¬ 
teers with Councillor Malcolm 
Gwinnett and Jacki Wynn of 
Outdoor Events playing major 
roles, not least when Councillor 
Gwinnett lead the parade as mayor. 


The basic elements remained in 
place, with a large outdoor fair in 
one field, and the steam and 
vintage vehicles in another, but 
new attractions were to be added, 
like an American Indian Village 
and an aircraft section organised by 
the Staffordshire Aircraft Restora¬ 
tion Team. 

The parade brought startled 
shoppers to a standstill as steam 
rollers, armoured vehicles and fire 
engines suddenly rolled through 
Queen Square and around the city 
centre, the last such city centre 
parade in the country. 

Council budget cuts have halved 
the budget for this year and will be 
cut altogether next year, so that if 
John Wootton and his team of vol¬ 
unteers organise the event in 2014 
it will have to be elsewhere.

She demonstrated how 
easy it is to make a simple 
chocolate lolly and sent 
round samples of plain, milk 
and white chocolate. At the 
end of the talk the ladies 
were able to buy some of her 
chocolates and bars.

Barnardo’s is backing a national campaign to recruit 
more foster carers and is appealing to people 
across the West Midlands to consider sharing their 
home with a child in need. 

With an estimated 950 children in the West Midlands looking for a 
foster home, Barnardo’s is hoping to use Foster Care Fortnight 2013 
(13-26 May) to attract more carers from the region to come forward. 
The theme of this year’s campaign is “In the Frame” and Barnardo’s 
West Midlands Family Placement Services hope many more people 
will step forward and put themselves in the frame to find out more 
about fostering. 

They need foster carers to look after children either on a short term 
or long term basis, as well as to provide regular short breaks to 
families with disabled children. 

Regular information evenings are staged at the service’s base in 
Dudley where potential foster and adoptive families can find out 
more and ask questions. 

A social worker will then visit prospective carers at home, prospective 
carers will then undergo preparation and assessment training which 
takes around 4-6 months on average to complete. 

Carers have their own social worker to support them throughout 
the process and new foster carers will also be “mentored” by an 
experienced foster carer to provide additional help for the first six 
months. 

“Many people think you have to be married, or under a certain age 
to foster, but that’s not the case,” says Sara Castro, who manages 
Barnardo’s West Midland Family Placement Service. 

“You have to be over the age of 21 and have a spare bedroom, but 
can be married, single, on in a same sex relationship. The main thing 
is that you can offer a child or children a safe, nurturing experience 
of family life.” 

Case Study: 

When Gill and Ken Cademy from Rugeley got together, they couldn’t 
have children of their own. 

Gill had a son and Ken had two older boys from previous marriages 
and so wanting another child together, they decided to adopt 
through Barnardo’s. 

Their first glimpse of the girl that was to become their daughter was 
a photo in a “Find a Family magazine”. At nine years old, Becky was 
a little older than the child they’d initially anticipated adopting. 

But the photo of the smiling bubbly little girl with hair plaited, and 
head cocked to one side, won them over and having gone through 
all the preparation and training, they were soon united. 


Despite a cool reception from Jack, who by now was 12, in the car 
coming home from the station, Becky soon became the daughter 
they’d always dreamed of. 

So when Becky went off to college to study beauty therapy, the 
couple decided they could open up their home to another child, and 
they came back to Barnardo’s as potential foster carers. 

They underwent training and preparation - which included interviewing 
Becky and Jack - and were approved to foster another child. 

After two short term foster placements they decided they could offer 
long term foster care to a child and in January became the “forever 
family” to a six year old little girl, “Gemma” (not her real name). 

Part Of the family 

Gemma has quickly become part of the family and loves having 
older brothers and sister - especially when she gets to dress up in 
party dress and have her hair curled just like Becky. 

Now aged 18, Becky said: “It’s great that I have been on both sides 
of the fence, having been fostered and now being part of a family 
who are fostering. 

“I know exactly how it feels and can really relate to Gemma and her 
needs.” 

Becky has been helping prepare potential foster carers and adopters 
has helped create special resources used during their training. 

“I was really pleased to be asked by the West Midlands Family 
Placement Service to help develop some of their training resources. 
So much so, that I’m now looking towards a career in social work 
instead of beauty. 

“I feel that thanks to the loving family who adopted me at the age 
of nine, I have so much to give and hopefully that will help other 
children and families in future.” 

Gill said: “If you are considering fostering then I’d definitely say go 
and find out more. It can be challenging, it can be frustrating but we 
were never put off and it is very rewarding. 

“Many people under-estimate the amount of time it takes to go 
through all the necessary checks and training, so again, I’d urge 
people who are thinking about it, to just do it. 

“One of the things I discovered was the importance of the extended 
family, grandparents, aunts and uncles in welcoming a new child 
and making them feel part of the family.”

It was the first time the museum has seen the iconic 
bombers perform a flypast. The flypast marks 70 years since 
19 Lancaster bombers took off from RAF Scampton in Lin¬ 
colnshire, on a mission to destroy German dams with a rev¬ 
olutionary ‘bouncing’ bomb. 

Paul Stratford, 62, from Lichfield, said he went to the 
museum with his daughter and grandson. He said. “It flew 
very low, and it looked really big.” 

Philip Bebb, from Shrewsbury, was there with his wife 
Rosemary. He had previously been in the RAF and trained 
at Shawbury in 1959. He said: “It’s wonderful to see and it 
was flying quite a lot lower than normal.”

FamiKes are 
£44 a week 

worse off, 
say figures 

PEOPLE are up to £44 a week worse off since 
2010 because of rising inflation new figures 
claim. 


Workers in Staffordshire are up to £2,288 a year worse off in 
real terms while people in the Black Country are between £26 
and £36 a week poorer. The figures, from the Office of National 


Statistics, have been seized 
upon by the GMB trade union 
which said soaring fuel and 
food costs had been outstrip¬ 
ping pay increases, leading to 
a cut in living standards. 

Three years ago the 
average weekly wage in the 
West Midlands was £469 and 
since then it has stayed the 
same. 

Nationally the minimum 
wage is set to rise 12p an hour 
to £6.31 from October under 
plans announced by business 
secretary Vince Cable. 

However, the GMB said 
that to cope with inflation the 
average wage would need to 
be £507 a week, meaning 
people are on average £38 a 
week or £1,976 a year worse 
off. Staffordshire has been the 
hardest hit. 

In 2010 the average wage 
was £495 but it has actually 
fallen by £4. Coupled with 
inflation people are now £44 a 
week worse off. In Dudley 
wages went up from an 
average £451 a week to £455

over two years but inflation 
means people are £1,664 a 
year worse off. 

In Sandwell wages rose 
from £418 to £425 but people 
are £1,352 a year worse off on 
average. 

Walsall people are £1,924 a 
year on average worse off due 
to inflation and a cut in wages 
from £424 to £419. 

Wolverhampton saw wages 
rise from £424 a week to £431 
but inflation wiped out the 
improvement and left people 
£27 a week or £1,404 a year 
worse off. 

The cuts has been calcu¬ 
lated taking into account 
wage increases and inflation. 
Political officer for the GMB 
union Stephanie Peacock 
accused the Government of 
not doing enough. 

She said: “Families are suf¬ 
fering more than in many 
parts of the country because 
of the Government’s out of 
touch policies.

OUR TA regiment, the 
Royal Mercian and 
Lancastrian Yeo¬ 
manry, has a history 
dating back to 1799. 

The base on Vicar Street 
houses A Squadron. It 
attracts recruits from 
across the Black Country 
and two dozen volunteers 
are on active service over¬ 
seas. 

But under Ministry of 
Defence plans, the regiment 
will be disbanded so a new 
Scottish unit can be set up. 

If it goes ahead, the Mid¬ 
lands would lose half its five 
squadrons so that a new 
organisation can be created, 
which will be difficult and 
expensive at a time when 
the MoD is already having 
to make great savings. 

I have worked very 
closely with members of the 
Territorial Army in Dudley, 
their families and support¬ 
ers for many years and I’m 
going to fight these plans all 
the way.

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HOMES 

Brits come clean on 
state of their homes 


MILLIONS of Brits reckon 
their home is a ‘pigsty’ be¬ 
cause they are just too busy 
to clean, according a new 
study. 

Researchers have found that seven 
in 10 of us are unable to find the time 
to take care of everyday chores such as 
vacuuming, dusting and cleaning the 
bathroom. 

Fifty-seven per cent of people even 
admitted they have times when they 
would describe their home as a ‘pigsty’ 
because they never have a chance to 
tidy it up. 

More than one in five have even 
refused to let people into their home 
because it was in such a mess. 

A spokesperson for cleaning product 
firm Spontex, which commissioned the 
research, said: “We are leading busier 
lives than ever and when you are jug¬ 
gling so much, it’s inevitable that 
something has to give. 

Chunks 

“And it seems that for many, staying 
on top of their household chores and 
keeping their home spotless is what 
they are letting fall by the wayside. 

“But this means that many Brits 
aren’t happy with the state of the 
home, and it’s alarming to see that so 
many even have times when they 
would describe their home as being like 
a pigsty. 

“Cleaning can be done in small 
chunks which makes it much more 
manageable to fit everything in and 
around your everyday life. 

“If you are struggling to fit the 
chores in, rather than doing a big clean 
once in a while, running the vacuum 
round one day and then cleaning the 
bathrooms the next can make life a lot 
easier.”

And almost a quarter say they have 
got better things to do than worry 
about the state of their house. 

Forty-two per cent have never 
cleaned their home from top to bottom, 


and, even those who have admit it was 
an average of almost five months since 
they last did this. 

More than one in 10 owned up to not 
cleaning their bathroom for at least a 
month nor having done any ironing for 
a year. 

One in 20 had not washed clothes 
and one in 10 had not got the vacuum 
out for a month or more. 

Almost one in 10 had not used a 
duster for at least six months, while 
one in 20 admitted it had been at least 
a year since mopping a floors. 

More than one in 20 owned up to 
never cleaning their windows. 

And 60 per cent did not think they 
will ever have a spotless home. 

Researchers also revealed that a 
third of people’s homes are such a 
mess, that visitors or friends have com¬ 
mented on the state of it. 

Clutter 

And more than half have rowed with 
their other half about the mess. 

It also emerged that 73 per cent of 
people regularly shove things under 
cushions or behind sofas so any clutter 
is out of sight when someone pops in. 

While 60 per cent have shut doors to 
certain rooms so guests cannot see the 
mess. Despite this, 90 per cent claim 
they consider themselves to be a tidy 
person. 

The Spontex spokesperson added: 
“Our advice is to do a few, small tasks 
daily or several times a week rather 
than try and spend a whole day just 
cleaning. 

“This will keep your home in top con¬ 
dition with minimal effort and give you 
the satisfaction of completing your 
chores.”

A MASTER of rambling, 
absurdist humour, only 
perhaps Paul Merton can 
get close to Eddie Izzard 
when it comes to bizarre 
flights of fancy.

Pick of the Week 


David proves he still 
has what it takes 


H e’s the Starman, a real Space 
Oddity and one of our 
Heroes. He’s also known 
as David Robert Jones, the Brixton 
boy who grew up to be one of the 
most influential music artists of all 
time. 

Of course, we all know him best 
as David Bowie, a change of 
moniker forced on him by the fact 
that in the early days of his career, 
Davy Jones was making a name for 
himself as a member of The 
Monkees. 

Even if you’re not a fan of his 
music, you’ve got to admire the way 
in which Bowie has continually 
managed to reinvent himself, and 
not so much moved with the times, 
as stayed ahead of them. 

For years he kept out of the 
spotlight, then surprised everybody 
by announcing the release of The 
Next Day, his first studio album for 
10 years, on his 66th birthday. 

He’s kept quiet about it ever since, 
apart from revealing he will never do 
another interview, preferring instead 
to let the music do the talking; if 
anything, his silence has also 


The Next Day has been a massive 
success, with the public intrigued by 
what he might have been up to 
during his absence. And while it’s a 
good album, even the most ardent 
Bowie fan would probably admit that 
it isn’t as impressive as the offerings 
he gave the world during his most 
productive period, which lasted 
through the 1970s to the early 
1980s. 

This period continues to be seen 
as the most important of his career 
to date, and five separate years of 
that time are looked at in-depth in 
this new documentary. 

Its makers have decided that 
1971, 1975, 1977, 1980 and 1983 
are when Bowie was at the peak of 
his powers, and it’s hard to disagree 
with them. 

The programme will look at Ziggy 
Stardust, the decision to adopt a 
soul sound for Young Americans, his 
Thin White Duke persona, time in 
Berlin, and the later Scary Monsters 
(and Super Creeps), and Let’s 
Dance albums. 


We’re promised previously unseen 
archive footage and interviews with 
collaborators too. 

“David Bowie is one of the 
most important international 
music stars of the past 50 years,” 
says Jan Younghusband, the 
BBC’s Commissioning Editor, 

Music & Events. “His impact on 
the music industry around the 
globe is exceptional. The never- 
before-seen footage in this 
programme will provide a fascinating 
insight into the world of this very 
private person.” 

Francis Whately, director, adds: 
“This is a project that has been in 
development for more than a 
decade, in fact since Bowie and I 
worked together in 2001 on a film 
for the BBC Omnibus strand. This 
year, 2013, is shaping up to be the 
year of David Bowie, and now is the 
perfect moment for this feature- 
length film devoted to this 
extraordinary artist.” 

Extraordinary indeed. Fifty years 
after he recorded his first demo, and 
after so many ch-ch-ch-changes to 
his image, Bowie is, as his song 
Fame states, too cool to fool.

Ticks all the boxes when off-road 



The Suzuki Jimny, a budget-priced off-roader, gets to work in difficult conditions 


By Sharon Walters 


I HAVE a friend who does a lot of off- 
roading, including some pretty 
tough driving challenges. And this 
female has a fair income to fund her 
hobby, so she can afford pretty 
much whatever she wants to drive. 

Her choice? A cheap and cheerful Suzuki 
Jimny. 

“It’s compact which means I can get just 
about anywhere I want to squeeze, it’s chunky 
and copes with the bumps and grinds, and 
because it hasn’t cost me the earth I won’t 
wince if I do any damage,” she explained. 

So when I got the latest Jimny on test, I took 
her out for a bit of a spin - well not quite liter¬ 
ally. A quick trip to her home to pick her up 
roved the other thing she told me, it’s not that 
ot on roads and is a bit basic. Well they do say 
you get what you pay for. On the other hand, 
she added, because it is small you can park it in 
some very tight places if you pop into town to 
do some shopping. 

And so off we trundled across the fields at her 
home. Some fair slopes, a lot of mud and tyres 
that were not specifically for off-road, proved to 
me just what the car can do. For a car so small 
it copes magnificently with bumps although on 
the road the ride can be a little tough. We had a 


great deal of fun and Jenny is now upgrading 
her old Jimny. 

Jimny has a neat and practical look and since 
sales began in 1998, it has accumulated a loyal 
following of repeat customers who enjoy a 
quirky alternative to a supermini or crossover 
SUV 

The 1.3 litre engine may appear small but it 
gives lively performance and decent fuel 
economy. Maximum torque is delivered from as 
low as 2,500rpm, which Jimny the kind of flex¬ 


ible driving character and pulling power that 
makes it so good off road. The seats give good 
support, especially needed for those driving 
challenges. 

There’s a good level of standard equipment 
across two trim levels: SZ3 and SZ4. 

The entry level SZ3 models include; front fog 
lamps, roof rails, remote central locking, ABS 
with EBD, push button selectable four-wheel 
drive with high and low ratios and automatic 
freewheeling hubs. SZ4 models add even more 


specification as standard including air condi¬ 
tioning; 10 spoke 15in alloy wheels, latest 
design seat trim with ‘Jimny’ badging to front 
seat facings, black and silver-finish roof rails, 
leather steering wheel trim, chrome plated 
interior door handles and rear privacy glass. 

The driving position is high and commands 
an excellent all-round view. All on board enjoy 
plenty of headroom, increasing the sense of 
spaciousness created by the large glass area. 
Rearward visibility is aided by large, electri¬ 
cally operated door mirrors and a spare wheel 
mounted low on the rear door. 

Toughness 

Since its launch in 1998, Jimny’s separate, 
full box-section chassis has established a strong 
reputation for durability and toughness. 

The rigid front and rear axles are attached to 
the chassis by a three-link arrangement, with 
an anti-roll bar fitted at the front. This well- 
proven design, controlled by long-travel coil 
springs and gas dampers, is configured to cope 
with the demands of rough surfaces, while 
ensuring a refined and compliant ride on con¬ 
ventional roads. 

Suzuki’s Drive Select 4x4 system features a 
transfer box with high or low-ratio four-wheel 
drive. The freewheeling front hubs are engaged 
automatically and four-wheel drive can be 
selected on the move while travelling in a 
straight line at speeds of up to 62 mph. Jimny 
is fundamentally designed to cope with off-road 
conditions with 190mm ground clearance, 
approach and departure angles of 34° and 46° 


respectively, and a ramp angle of 31°. 

Jimny’s chassis offers extreme rigidity in the 
event of a collision and is designed to absorb 
energy from all directions in a controlled 
manner. Progressive, reassuring braking per¬ 
formance is provided by large front discs and 
rear drums, supported by ABS with EBD (Elec¬ 
tronic Brakeforce Distribution). 

Airbags for driver and front passenger, side 
impact protection beams and height adjustable 
front seat belt anchorages are all standard, and 
the powerful multi-reflector halogen head¬ 
lamps are complemented by the front bumper- 
mounted fog lamps. 

A wide range of Suzuki genuine accessories 
are available. I have the perfect buyer for one of 
these. Aside from keen off-roaders, those who 
live in the country need a standby car with 
four-wheel capability to cope with the ever 
more difficult winter (and summer) weather we 
are getting, with flooded roads and snow and 
ice on the increase, and one that doesn’t cost a 
lot of money.
